Reports from Dusseldorf today stat­ 
ed that anarchists had overthrown the 
Spartacans and seized control of the 
city. 
Dusseldorff had only 
recently 
passed into the hands of the Spartac- 
ans. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Spartacan 
soviet 
revolution has spread to all parts of 
the country. 
New uprisings, strikes 
and riots were reported in Saxony, 
Bavaria, the Rhineland and the Ruhr 
dietricL 
Weimar, the present seat of the 
German government, has been cut off 
from Germany. No information could 
be obtained today as to what is tran ­ 
spiring in W eimar. 
A special govern­ 
ment train which left. W eimar for 
Berlin on Tuesday night started by 
way of Leipzig but wag forced to 
make several additional detours as 
the" crew learned that stations had 
been captured by Spartacans. 
The m iners and industrial w orkers 
In the Haller region, Saxony, have 
joined the Spartacans and that entire 
country is reported to be paralyzed- 
The soviet government in Munich 
has threatened to execute ten prom i­ 
nent citizens if the German govern­ 
m ent sends Prussian troops against 
Bavaria. 
The congress of workmen, 
soldiers and peasants’ councils there 
Tuesday demanded that the assem bly 
become a provisional national coun­ 
cil. 
A deputation representing five 
thousand workmen urged the procla­ 
mation of a soviet republic, opening 
of diplomatic relations with the Rus­ 
sian Bolshevik governm ent and an­ 
nulm ent of all state debts. 
The German governm ent is report­ 
ed to be divided as to what steps shall 
be taken to suppress the revolution. 
Some members demand the employ­ 
ment of force, while others counselled 
modification. 
Military Governor Noske asked the 
national assembly to immediately au­ 
thorize 200,000 additional militiamen. 
On the other hand, President Ebert 
is understood to favor establishm ent 
of the national soviet as the lower 
branch of the government, probably 
replacing the Bundesrat. 
This re­ 
m arkable situation—the first tim e the 
constitutional head of any govern­ 
m ent has offered recognition to the 
soviets—is the result, It Is said, of 
E bert’s belief 
th at the 
Spartacans 
cannot be crushed and that they muat 
be recognized, else the country will 
be overwhelmed with disorder. 
The new revolution has reached a 
point where decisive action m ust be 
taken immediately, one way or the 
other, and announcem ent of a definite 
government policy Is expected hourly.

The days of the 
youngest 
as 
well as 
of 
the 
oldest 
ground 
squirrel in 
Orange 
county 
are 
numbered. - 
Some of these days every living 
squirrel in this county 
is 
going 
forth to pick up a meal, and that 
meal is going to kill him. 
Next Monday morning, C. W. Ward- 
well of H untington Beach, appointed 
as a deputy horticultural commission­ 
er at the head of rodent control 
in 
this county, will start a campaign for 
the exterm ination of ground 
squir­ 
rels. 
In the highly cultivated portions of 
the county, squirrels long ago were 
put out of business. In pasture lands, 
grain fields and along the 
edras 
of 
many of the bean fields, the squirrels 
have continued to dig and eat, and 
the am ount of damage that they do 
in the course of a year is beyond cal­ 
culation. 
Experts have decreed that the squir­ 
rel m ust go. 
He can be exterm inated 
in any given district if ho is gone aft­ 
er persistently and 
in 
accordance 
with the rules laid down by the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, 
the 
State 
College of Agriculture and the other 
Federal and state institutions and au­ 
thorities who have studied the squir­ 
rel. 


Wftrdwell plans to WOP* wltks the 
ranch owners. 
Monday Bo starts in at 
tho southern boundary of the county 
with riders from the O ’Neill ranch. 
With these men working under 
his 
direction he is going to cover every 
bit of ground in the O’Neill holdings 
where squirrels are domiciled. 
The 
side canyons as well as the main can­ 
yons will be covered 
system atically 
and with deadly precision. 
No guilty 
squirrel shall escape, and they 
are 
all guilty. 
Wa rd well will see that the 
ground is gone over as many tim es as 
are necessary to kill them all. 
When the O’Neill ranch is cleaned 
up, W ardwell will go to work qn the 
adjoining ranches, and gradually 
he 
will work northward until he reaches 
the north Orange county line. 
The Departm ent of Agriculture 
is 
going to see that 
all 
public 
lands 
from which squirrels are a menace to 
agricultural interests will he cleared 
of the pest. 
Edward Tallman, 
field 
assistant of the biological survey, has 
been here neavly a week going over 
lands in the forest reserve,

ing off squirrels upon all public lands 
in this county. 
Owners of land who w ant to imme­ 
diately kill

Those who 
spread the poisoned barley should be 
careful in seeing that it 4s not left in 
small piles if hogs or other stock are 
to graze over that particular ground. 
I* Will Kill a Hog 
Anyone who thinks that strychnine 
will not kill a hog has another think 
coming. Charles Ward found out for 
certain recently that it. will kill a hog 
m iehty dead. 
He put some piles of 
poisoned wheat in a neighbor’s alfal­ 
fa patch. 
Squirrels from the neigh­ 
bor's place had been visiting across 
the line and had eaten a lot of Ward’s 
growing property.

INCOME TAX REPORTS 


As a result of the delay of congress 
in passing the revenue act, every cit- 
lien subject to the income tax is like­ 
ly to find himself inconvenienced. 
The tax return for last year’s in­ 
come must be made to the internal 
revenue office in every district not 
later than March 15, and no less than 
one-quarter of the tax must be paid 
by the same date. 
Most people are 
atm uncertain about the law's mean­ 
ing and application. 
There has been 
little time for explanation. 
In many 
districts the blank forms are not yet 
distributed, and when the taxpayers 
get them they will have to devote con­ 
siderable study to them and their fi­ 
nancial records, in order to make a ' 
report anywhere near accurate. 
Nearly everybody will do his best, 
undoubtedly, to make his report and 
payment on the allotted day. But in j 
case of inability, it will be manifestly 
unfair to subject the innocent citizen ! 
to a penalty for delay when the delay 
is the fault of congress. 


f b i Flu has proved to be one of the 
worst epidemics ever visited on the 
suffering world. It has already killed 
nine times as many American* as were 
killed in the war. The total casual- 
tips in this country are many millions. 
And its ravages are far from over. 
It might be a fair inference from 
these facts to say that a “walking 
case" of Flu—that is, a person in an 
active stage of the disease going 
about among well persons—is as dan­ 
gerous as would be a madman run­ 
ning amuck around 
town with a 
loaded gun. Such an enemy would 
be promptly disarmed and put where 
he could do no further harm. Yet 
th e walking cases, for the most part, 
keep right on walking and subjecting 
family, friends and: business associ­ 
ates to a five-foot barrage of deadly 
germs. 
The only way the epidemic can be 
stamped out is by isolating the germs- 
That means isolating the people who 
carry them.

BUILDING STRIKES 


THE CLOSED LIBRARY 


He drew' in his breath as he turned 
helplessly over the pages. “ Tis all 
here. A treasure locked!” 
So says 
the Lama in Kipling’s “Kim" when 
he is given books with the knowledge 
he longs for, written in a tongue he 
cannot understand. 
Mf. Vernon. O , has a library which 
is a “treasure locked"—because the 
trustees have closed it for “lack of 
funds.” The City Auditor stated re­ 
cently before the local Chamber of 
Commerce that it would be possible 
to obtain an advance draft from taxes 
sufficient to keep the library open at 
least until the schools close in June. 
But the library has not been opened. 
Financial embarrassment is com­ 
mon enough to cities. 
It would be 
the chronic state of any business run 
in the haphazard municipal manner. 
But if a business is run badly, the 
owners are immediately concerned. 
They fire the incompetents, get in ex­ 
perts, make the business pay—or fail. 
In a city, each citizen leaves it to an­ 
other to see that the business is run 
right. 
It is only when the results are 
so glaring as to come right under 
{heir noses that they do anything 
about it. 
Naturally, civic treasure is locked 
away as in the closed library, or stol­ 
en in bad paving, dishonest public 
building and inefficient administra­ 
tion. 
lf ever libraries were needed, it is 
now. "War has stimulated interest in 
reading 
The 
country 
is 
getting 
ready for the closing of saloons. The 
children in school need the library, 
and the people out of school need it 
more. 
Seldom does a town actually close 
its library, but it is the rule to find 
libraries so ill-ventilated that it sick­ 
ens one to remain any length of time. 
Librarians are too few and habitually 
underpaid. 
Books mean knowledge, joy. com­ 
fort in sorrow, delight in childhood, 
the acquisition of power for maturity. 
A closed or badly run library is truly 
“A treasure locked.” 


“Why a building strike?” inquires 
the New York World, in view of a 
threatened sympathetic strike of wide 
range, involving about 100,000 work­ 
men. 
Why. indeed? New York builders, 
as the federal labor commissioner re­ 
marks, have been idle nearly two 
years. 
And now, just as the indus­ 
try shows sign* of revival there is the 
prospect of a tie-up that may last 
indefinitely. It is the same in many 
parts of the country. 
And it is all 
the more surprising, to a disinterest­ 
ed onlooker, because there are so 
many other industries in which the 
workmen 
cannot 
get 
employment 
when they want it. 
In general, the building trades are 
pretty well paid and have pretty tol­ 
erable hours and working conditions. 
It is quite possible that they deserve 
higher pay, considering the present 
cost of living. 
But surely this is an 
inopportune time to demand any con­ 
siderable increase. 
The building industry is due for a 
big revival. 
Every community needs 
a great deal of construction, and the 
men need work. 
Moreover, the re- j 
vival of this industry would provide 
the stimulus necessary to revive var- j 
ious other industries, and help great- j 
ly to bridge over the reconstruction J 
period and swing the nation into good i 
times again. 
It would be for the building trades’ 
own interest, as well as for the inter­ 
est of everybody else, to go 
slow’ 
with their demands just now. 
They 
will be far wiser if they will hold up 
their strikes until general prosperity 
is assured once more. 
Then they 
may properly claim a share of the 
benefits they have helped to bring.

No one will deny that the alphabet 
of our language is a scientific reality, j 
To combine science and art results in 
method, utility and 
beauty—the at­ 
tributes for w’hicli wide-awake human-1 
ity strives. The scientific method de­ 
mands that all parts of a street, how­ 
ever much it may be interrupted bv 
unopened sections, 
shall 
have 
the 
same name within 
the 
city 
limits. 
Science further demands that all dc 
fleeted or by-streets must be desig­ 
nated by different names than thosr 
which are in line with the cardinal 
points, and yet be so named that tiieir 
location is readily ascertained. 
Let the summary of scientific nam­ 
ing of city thoroughfares be concrete­ 
ly stated thus: 
(I) Designate the two dividing thor­ 
oughfares by the term Boulevard. 
<2) Call all other thoroughfares, or 
those which have the possibility of be­ 
coming such, by the term Avenue. 
(3) Designate diagonal or tangent 
or by-highways, those east and north 
from the certer. by such 
names as 
Drive, Lane, Road, and those south 
and west by terms 
as 
Street 
and 
Ways; this preserves the alphabetical 
rotation. 
(4) 
The 
dividing 
thoroughfares 
usually have some distinctive charac­ 
teristics which suggest a name. 
(5) Give names, arranged alphabet­ 
ically, of a distinct class to every 2G 
thoroughfares, beginning at the divid­ 
ing boulevards.

BUILDING BOOM COMING THIS SUMMER, SAYS M. R. HENINGER 


Prices Will Remain at Pres­ 
ent Level For Some 
Years to Come 


LABOR SHORTAGE 
IS ANTICIPATED 


With Carpenters Working In 
Shipyards, Skilled Labor 
Will Be Scarce 


“ Building is coming back, and 
in my opinion there will not be 
enough men here this Beacon to do 
the work. 
I don’t think it will pay 
anyone contemplating building to 
wait ^f>r material costa to come 
down. 
The difference in prices 
won't justify any man in holding 
off building operations.’’ 
These are brief expressions of the 
opinion of M. R. Hettinger on the build­ 
ing situation, and they are those of a 
man who has done a vast amount of 
construction work in Santa Ana and 
a man who has been a factor in de­ 
veloping the south side of the city. 
Heninger is showing his faith and 
supporting his judgment by the erec­ 
tion of a tine bungalow on South Birch 
street, which will be the first of sfeven 
or eight that he will build on property 
he owns on Birch and Ross. Each will 
cost between $3500 and $1000, and each 
will be equipped with the most mod­ 
ern conveniences known to the trade. 
He is deviating from his usual style 
of architecture aud the new bunga­ 
lows will be of the colonial type. He 
is not going to wait for the costs of 
material and labor to come down. He 
doesn't believe that any one can afford 
to do this. The difference is too small 
to caus*' any one wanting a home tc 
wait for the time when these costs 
might decrease a little. 
Heninger has a block of lots extend­ 
ing over more than two blocks facing 
on R'rch street and about five blocks 
on Ross, with a number in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity fronting on Broadway. He 
hopes in time to improve all of these 
and will build for anyone who wants 
to buy on the installment plan. 
He contemplates the expenditure of 
between $30,000 and $35.0u0 in the cot­ 
tages to be erected during the season 
and in paving Ross street from 
Ca 
mille south to Fairview avenue. Two 
or three of the 
residences 
will

erected on Ross street. 
The plans for the bungalows have 
been drawn by his son-in-law, W. T. 
Elliott,

the construction work. 
“I cannot help but believe that the 
building business iii Santa Ana is go­ 
ing to pick up wonderfully this sea­ 
son.’’ says Heninger. "Tile suspension 
of building operations in the past two 
years has caused a shortage of homes 
available to people who want to rent 
or who want to buy and become per- 
mrpen* residents. Santa Ana has this 
winter turned many tourists away from 
her doors because she could not give 
them the character of 
houses 
they 
wanted. 
‘ffco one can afford to delay building 
in hope that the costs are going to de­ 
crease. 
There undoubtedly will be 
some slight reductions in building ma­ 
terials. but the time it will take them 
to come down and the difference they 
will make in the cost or an average 
house will in no way justify postpone­ 
ment of construction—not even for 
two years or more.

be known as the Waterways1 Commis­ 
sion, consisting of seven members to 
be appointed by the President of the 
United States, has been created and 
authorized to bring into co-ordination 
the engineering and constructive ser­ 
vices of the United States to provide 
for the control of waterways and to 
provide for the protection of lands 
threatened by floods. 
The commission has not yet been ap­ 
pointed by the President and it is the 
intention of the Anaheim Board of 
Trade to get immediate action in this 
matter.

General Revival of Activities

There is a more optimistic attitude 
toward the immediate future of the 
building industries 
throughout 
the 
country, according to reports received 
during the last few days by the infor­ 
mation and education service of the 
Department of Labor. 
A casual review of tile building in­ 
dustry publications, made by the divi­ 
sion cf public works and construction 
developments of the information anc 
education service, indicates last week 
was off-color on building and construc­ 
tion work, due undoubtedly to the 
growing uncertainties incident to the 
troubled labor conditions 
east 
and 
west. The decision of tho shipbuilders 
•n the Pacific Coast to stand by then 
agreement is accepted as a precedent 
and has led many building and con­ 
fraction interests to believe organ­ 
ized labor is not to desert its policy 
of living up to its contracts. 
As the information and education 
service of the Department of Labor 
gathers new evidence on the general 
shortage of dwellings 
through 
the 
country, ll is watching the home build­ 
ing activities with deepening interest. 
In the Central West, where agricul­ 
ture is a profound factor in the pros- 
iterity of the people, there Is mon. 
evidence of activities 
in 
dwellings 
than elsewhere. 
Even there the res1 
dential building is far below normal 
hot it shows encouraging signs of get­ 
ting under way. 
From many localities come com­ 
plaints of difficulty experienced in ob­ 
taining loans on prospective buildings. 
Leaving out of consideration all other 
features of the question, from the 
standpoint of 
making 
available al­ 
most two billion dollars for long-time 
loans on dwellings, the Department of 
l^ibor is convinced that the federal 
home bank project would be benefi 
cial. 
The building and loan associa 
tions, the country over, are getting 
behind tins agitation and it is now 
certain that next congress will be 
asked to establish a system of fed­ 
eral home loan banks, much like the 
federal farm loan bank system*, in 
which the building and loan associa 
tions may find a way to make liquid 
a part of their first real estate mort- 
rage assets.

woman and child in America will be 
reached and people in every inhabitable 
part of tile globe will he affected 
Only a world converted to the prac­ 
tical application of Christianity can be 
considered a world safe for democracy 
— this is the big idea hack of this great 
world movement originated and further­ 
ed by the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. 
Dr. S. Earl Taylor, originator 
and present leader—a layman, by the 
way—of the movement, has explained it 
all this way: 
"The world cannot he reconstructed 
by a formula. 
No mere agreement 
among diplomats can heal the wounds 
of war. 
No international constitution, 
however perfect in its phrasing, and uo 
mere 
economic 
revolution, 
however 
sweeping in its scope, can bring about 
the universal reign of peace and good 
will among men. 
Such a peace is the 
fundamental aspiration of every human 
heart, but it cannot be realized through 
force, it cannot be realized through gov­ 
ernment and 
it 
cannot be 
realized 
through law alone. 
World democracy 
can and will be realized only through 
applied Christianity and nothing but 
faithlessness on the part of the Chris­ 
tian church need delay its realization 
now." 
More Than Religious Movement. 
C hristianize 
a 
nation 
and 
yon 
democratize it; it is this belief that is 
stimulating this great world-wide move­ 
ment, a Christian movement, a church 
movement, a strictly religious move­ 
ment; but one which will soon compel 
the world to attach new meanings to the 
words "church” and "religion” and 
Christianity.” 
This new movement 
has something of the spirit of the old 
American "revival” and something of 
the fervor of the ancient crusades. 
Tile movement took its name from 
the centenary of the founding of the 
Methodist Missionary society. 
It has 
been endorsed by every interdenomina­ 
tional conference which has had it 
under consideration. 
A complete survey of every field has 
been made by the Methodists and the 
campaign is to be waged with almost 
m ilitary strategy. The main objectives

l.ave been mapped out. The sinews of 
> t* r arc being mobilised. 
The armies 


are being trained, not under the hit-or- 
miss volunteer system, but according to 
the principles of selective service. Th* 
Methodist section alone, including the 
Southern branch, will be financed with 
$120,000,000. 
Layman Suggests Ides. 
The movement in its inception was 
not ecclesiastical. 
It was democratic. 
Dr. S. Earl Taylor is a Methodist lay­ 
man. 
That name won’t be repeated 
often if Dr. Taylor can help it. 
He is 
riot a self-advertiser. 
Personal honors 
do not interest him, any more than have 
the argent appeals from several com­ 
mercial institutions to leave his mission­ 
ary work and devote his talents, at 
many times his present income, to their 
business interests. 
Actual achievement 
in the service of his Master is his one 
measure of success. His official position 
is executive secretary of the Joint Cen­ 
tenary Committee. 
Although a graduate of a divinity 
school, 
he 
refused 
ordination. 
H e 
wanted to become a lay missionary, but 
because of illness in his family, he could 
not go abroad. 
"I have always believed in missions,** 
he has said. "I have always believed in 
the great mission of the Christian 
Church. 
That mission is to bring the 
whole world to a knowledge of Jesus, 
and if that mission were too great for 
the church to perform , the M aster 
would never have intrusted the Church 
with its performance. 
"So far, the church has not carried 
out its mission. 
But today we have 
more reason than ever to have faith in 
the church. 
The church is awakening. 
It takes no prophet to see th a t 
It is 
beginning to realize its mission, and 
millions right here in America are now 
consecrating themselves not merely to 
‘lead a better life* according to the old 
and inadequate interpretation of con­ 
secration but to give to the cause of 
world redemption and world democracy 
their full share of organized service. 
Same Old Gospel Preached. 
"W e are not preaching a new gospel. 
We are offering t o amendments to the 
teachings of Christ. 
His plan of salva­ 
tion was complete. 
The difference be­ 
tween the awakening church of today 
and the eminently respectable and emi­ 
nently futile church of the past is in our 
fuller realization of the meaning of our 
M aster’s message. 
"Y esterlay, it was customary to think 
of the church as a harbor of refuge. 
It 
is a harbor; but a harbor has vastly 
greater uses than to furnish refuge 
from the storm. 
I t is a port of em ­ 
barkation in the M aster’s service. It is 
a place to take on food and fuel arid to 
get our engines overhauled. 
IU mam 
object is not ta shelter aa from tho 


storm, but to equip us to deliver the 
goods. 
"Y’esterday 
many 
good 
people 
thought of the church as an institution 
to give comfort to the dying and, pre­ 
pare the souls of those who ask forgive­ 
ness for the Day of Judgment and the 
unknown life beyond. 
Today we are 
beginning to realize its greater mission. 
For individual sin it still offers the one 
and only remedy, but if it is to be a 
power in the world that is. it must apply 
the principles of Jesus to heal not only 
the individual but the social life. 
"T he American Church has hereto­ 
fore had a remedy for drunkenness, but 
only this year has it abolished 
the 
organized liquor traffic. 
Heretofore it 
has offered to each seeker an adequate 
remedy for wilfull idleness, but it did 
not attem pt to solve the unemployment 
problem. 
It has held out a remedy for 
personal greed, but it often seemed in­ 
different to those social abuses which 
led to extremes of wealth and poverty. 
It has taught kindness to servants, but 
it has not thrown itself in any organised 
way into the modern workingman's 
struggle for a living wage. 
It has 
theoretically 
taught 
the 
universal 
Fatherhood of God, but not until the 
present time did it enlist body and soul 
in a war for world democracy. 
Bold Labor Program Adopted. 
"Six years ago the Methodist E pis­ 
copal Church of America adopted a 
definite labor program . 
It boldly as­ 
serted the right of the workers to em­ 
ployment, and their right not only to a 
living wage, but to the highest wage 
th at industry can afford to pay. 
It 
sympathized with the aims and aspira­ 
tions of the modern labor union, fait it 
went further in its labor program than 
the unions could go. I t demanded jus­ 
tice and something more. 
It demanded 
th at the problems of employer and em­ 
ployed be worked out under the in­ 
spiration of C hristian fellowship, and 
th at industry be organized, not to sat­ 
isfy the individual thirst for wealth, bat 
to extend to every one the highest op­ 
portunity for joyful service. 
"T he M ethodist Episcopal Church,** 
he said, "is the only church which now 
has missions in every country on cavin. 
We are not afraid of any situation we 
can possibly find in any foreign field. 
O ur missionary society is not afraid of 
wars, famine or plague. 
We are not 
afraid cf hostility or repression. 
The 
only thing we have to fear—the only 
thing that can now stand in the way of 
a completely successful campaign—is 
indifference on the p art of the church 
at home. 
"The American Army, with all Its 
splendid spirit and indomitable will, 
could have accomplished nothing in 
France if it iud been deserted on the 


‘home front* 
Exactly the same situa­ 
tion exists with us. 
The world may be 
brought to C hrist in our time, genuine 
world democracy and human brother­ 
hood may be achieved, and the era of 
war and industrial strife give place to 
permanent peace and good will, if the 
churches of America consecrate them­ 
selves to this achievem ent” 
World Need* Surveyed. 
The first main objective of the cen­ 
tenary drive is to equip every M ethodist 
mission, at home and abroad, for IOO 
per 
cent 
efficiency. 
Forty 
million 
dollars has been appropriated for each 
branch of the work, and the exhaustive 
survey tells in detail ju st where and 
how the money is to be sp en t 
"T he C hristian religion is the only 
religion which answers the need of the 
day. 
It is peculiarly the religion of 
the present, for it is the religion of 
dynamic democracy. 
It is the only re­ 
ligion which can satisfy in the:.) days of 
social unheaval. 
Jlsu s spoke to the 
common people and the common people 
heard Him gladly. 
H e was bitter in 
H is denunciation of caste and privilege. 
H e proclaimed • world for those who 
serve their fellow men, but a world to 
bo gained through the application of 
love and fellowship instead of through 
violence and hatred. 
"Poor suffering India needs such a 
religion. Her hundreds of millions are 
the despair of democracy today simply 
because ber religion is a caste religion. 
Christianize India and we will democ­ 
ratize India. 
I realize that the very 
suggestion will shock and scare many 
servitors of special privilege, but there 
can be no compromise on this funda­ 
mental Christian doctrine. Either we 
are for Christ or against Him. Either 
we are for democracy or against it. A 
Christian world will be a democratic 
world; bat only through Christianity 
will democracy be made safe." 
Big Prayer Drive Planned. 
To start the drive the Methodists 
have organised a Fellowship of Inter­ 
cession "to release the prayer power of 
the church." Tens of thousands have 
enrolled in this fellowship, each pledged 
to devote a certain period each day to 
prayer. 
Next, there is a "stewardship drive." 
One million American Methodists are 
wanted to join in this. For five years 
they will contribute one-tenth of their 
income to this Christian work. 
"Enlistment for life service" is an­ 
other feature of this program. 
The 
drive will call for a new army 4>f mis­ 
sionary workers, and it is intended that 
tills army shall be completely trained 
and utterly devoted to the cause. * 
Soon there is to be a nation-wide 
financial campaign to obtain pledgee 
for the necessary $120,000,000^ Fee

American 
Methodism has been divided into twenty 
Episcopal areas and each area into con­ 
ference, district and sub-district groups, 
each with its responsible leader. 
In addition an elaborate publicity 
program has been mapped out. 
News­ 
papers 
and 
magazines, 
church 
and 
secular press, labor and trade, class 
publications— in fact every kind of 
publication which can be reached upon 
the basis of legitimate news appeal, will 
be utilized. No means of letting Amer­ 
ica know that the drive for world-wide 
Christian democracy is on will be over­ 
looked. 
To Enroll 100,000 Speakers. 
An army of 100,000 "M ethodist Min­ 
ute M en” is being recruited, largely 
from the men who did sim ilar service 
for 
Uncle Sam. 
D r. Christian F. 
Rcisner, pastor of Grace Church, New 
York, has been released for six months 
to organize this division of publicity. 
D r. Reisner cegan the work 
with 
prayer and faith— and advertising. Al­ 
ready he bas more than 30,000 “ Metho­ 
dist M inute M en” mobilised and the re­ 
sults have exceeded his most optimistic 
expectations. 
There will be two of these "Minute 
Men” in every Methodist church in 
America—and for every church with 
more than 200 members there will be an 
additional man for each IOO. One of 
their chief duties will be to present the 
centenary work through five-minute 
speeches. They will speak in churches, 
Sunday schools, in theaters, motion pic­ 
ture houses, public entertainments, 
everywhere. A special magazine called 
"Missiles" is being issued for the use 
of these men alone. Its one purpose is 
to furnish ammunition to the speakers. 
The "Methodist Movies*' will be an 
interesting feature of American life 
soon. The committee has a staff of ex­ 
perts in every mission field, and it is in­ 
tended to familiarise every American 
with the life of the oppressed every­ 
where. But the picture campaign aims 
to do more than that. It aims to bring 
the thought home to every one that ail 
men are brothers and that the agonies 
of war, ignorance and oppression can 
be remedied only through a Christian 
democracy of the world. 
This stupendous movement did not 
originate with the official machinery of 
the church. 
"I am glad it started in the Metho­ 
dist Church," said Dr. Taylor. "And I 
am glad it started from the rank and 
file. The Methodist Church, historical­ 
ly, has been the church of the common 
people; and if it is to be a power in the 
life of the world it must always remain 
just that. We are not looking to tho 
wealthy for the $190,000,000. We art 
looking to the common people, the plate 


Christians and plain Americans who 
believe in Christianity and Americanism 
so heartily that they are willing to give 
their tithes to extend these blessings to 
the world at larg<^" 
Emphasis Placed on Service. 
The Methodists have not forsaken 
their Methodist creed. 
In this move­ 
ment there is no attempt to slight the 
fundamental doctrine of the Atonement 
nor that of justification by faith. Bot 
endue emphasis will not be placed upon 
doctrine. The emphasis will rather bt 
npon Christian servile and upon re­ 
ligion of the heart 
It should be ex­ 
plained that there is no competition to­ 
day in foreign missionary work. Where 
one denomination is adequately cover­ 
ing the field, the field is left to that de­ 
nomination, and all the other churches 
recognise its institutions as the expres­ 
sion of Christianity. 
The old system of church extension 
in the rural communities will large­ 
ly be abandoned. 
Instead of build­ 
ing 
little 
meeting 
bouses, 
to 
he 
opened once a week when weather per­ 
mits and a $300 a year pastor ran be 
supplied, an effort will'be made to build 
large institutional churches in lh* 
charge of competent and well salaried 
executives, not merely as places hi 
which to sing hymns and pray, but as a 
general headquarters of community 
service. These churches will bo open 
continuously; will contain libraries and 
agricultural exhibitions, moving pic­ 
tures, a first aid hospital and every 
possible cid to the social and educa­ 
tional life of the adjacent territory. 
Anything, in city or country, which per­ 
forms social service will be considered a 
legitimate part of Methodist missionary 
work. 
"This year," Dr. Taylor remarked, 
"the churches of America abolished Urn 
saloon. We are jubilant over the vic­ 
tory; but if wa do not do something 
more than jubilate, our victory will bu a 
hollow one. This victory has brought 
os face to face with new responsibilities 
and the churches of America mart na! 
be slackers. We must fill the plawt af 
the saloon in the Nation’s aecial Ilia. 
The churches must be kept optm seven 
days a week. They most attract and 
inspire and render useful se lee. Mara 
and more, at home and * abroad, the 
great mattes of God's children must ba 
shown that it is the function of the 
Christian Church to serve their needs, 
not simply to issue holy pnoahite* 
meats. 
If we do not answer (hose 
human needs at home, the millions who 
have been deprived of drink may be ex­ 
pected to turn to other forms of rte*— 
and if we do not rise to oar present op­ 
portunities in the world at large we can­ 
not claim the promise of peace m earth 
. end good will among mea.**
